Tientsin-Pukow railway to ‘fill the vacuum 
evacuated by the retreating Nationalists. 


He said the Communist ad- 
vance unlts were presumed to 
have geached Chuhsi¢n and 
Uiuho, 3O und 15 miles North 
West and North East of Nun- 
king. 

High Natlonalist milltary quar- 
ters adinitted the Comniuilsts muy 
reach the North bank of , the 
Yangtse River oppostte Nanking 
in a week's time, One imititary 
source sald: “We tmly hear gun- 
fie here then."
